wherein ... the pointing input device outputs push detection data together with the 
pointing position data when the electric signal (indicating a push detection) is outputted from the 
piezoelectric substrate and the push against the transparent protective plate is judged while 
the optical touch panel is detecting the pointing input; thereby indicating an activation of 
the pointing input device and preventing accidental activation of the device resulting from 
a momentary disruption in the light beams emitted by the optical touch panel.
